Aberhart and his govern 
ment refused to give the dominion any 
rights at all in the matter and there 
fore passed up Alberta’s opportunity. |

Varifis have been lowered on 
chemicals, drugs and paints, on earth 
enware aud glassware on various met- 
als, vu cerlain Kinds of machinery in 
cluding diesel engines, on textile pro 
ducts and on leather and manufac 
ures of leather. 

Canada has abolished the three pe: 
cent special excise tax levied on the 
duly-paid value of imports. The re 
moval of this charge on imports from 
the United States will mean a serious 
los in revenue to the Dominion = ex 
chequer which will bave to be made 
up in some other way. lt is stated 
however that the removal of the tax 
will “help to restore the competitive 
position of many Canadian producers 
who have had to pay this tax on their 
imports of raw materials and semi- 
manutactured goods while meeting the 
cocmmpetition of goods imported free of 
this tax under the British preferent- 
jal tariff.” The effect of the tariff 
changes on Dominion revenues can be 
seen Only when (he treaties are in op-

Canada has given up the six cents 

4& buushel preference on wheat in the

Great Britain has also agreed in its 


treaty with the United States to make 
a seasonal reduction on apples  im- 
ported from the United States from 4 
shillings and 6 pence to § shillings 
per cwt. Canadian apples coutinue to 
be tree of duty in the British market, 
Lumber reduction on exports from 
Cunada to the United States have also 
Been arranged partially at least on a 
basis of compensation for reductions 
on certain classes of lumber from the 
United States lumported into the Un- 
ited Kingdom. Canada’s bacon quota 
on the British market is not affected 
buut United States hams are stabiliz- 
ed onthe free list. Canada’s _ prefer- 
ence on automobile exports to the Un- 
ited Kingdom is not disturbed. There 
is a reduction, however, in the prefer- 
ence op automobile exports to certain 
colonies such as Ceylon and Hong 
Kong. There has been a reduction in 
the margin of preference on some 
canned goods to the United Kingdom 
market. 

The principles kept in mind during 
the intricate negotiations of the two 
treaties have been the extent to 
which the exporting country is the 
main or potentially the main source 
of supply of commodities affected, the 
interests of business atiected, the 
broad interest of consumers, and the 
retention subject to defined  altera- 
tions of the British preferential agree- 
ments. The two inter-related agree 
ments are a great experiment in 
dredging the channels of trade be: 
tween the great English speaking de- 
mocracies. “The friendly association 
of the great English speaking nat- 
fons” has been heralded as raising 
the hope that a “new vitality bas been 
given to the basic principles of a civ- 
flised world order.”
